It  is 
suggested  Iowa  Classification  should  fol¬ 
low.

Paper  Boxes: 

We  cannot  ship  one  pound  candy 
boxes  (that  will  hold  full  pound  under 
Pure  Pood  Act)  to  Sioux  City  and 
Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  as  cheap  as  we 
can  to  Omaha,  Nebraska,  or  Sioux  Palls, 
South  Dakota.  The  ’  above  size  cannot 
be  shipped  in  Iowa  at  less  than  double 
first-class,  while  paper  box  factories  out¬ 
side  of  our  state  using  Western  Classifi¬ 
cation  can  ship  at  first  class  rate.  For 
instance,  we  have  a  very  strong  competi¬ 
tor  at  Watertown,  Wisconsin,  who  can 
reach  Davenport,  Clinton,  Dubuque, 
Waterloo,  Des  Moines  and  other  Iowa 
points  at  less  rate  per  hundred  pounds 
than  we  can,  while  the  Western  Classifi¬ 
cation  and  Iowa  Classification  ratings 
remain  as  they  do  today.
